PATH OF THE FLAMES. 
The morning sun today reveals 


more clearly the path taken by 
the flames yesterday afternoon 
and one now sees great stretches 
of charred and blackened earth on 
the hills where before were grass 
and trees. 


Many hundreds of acres have 


been swept bare of all plant life 
by the fire, but despite this devas- 
tation there is found today in the 
University 
town nothing but 


gratitude and thankfulness for the 
escape which the 
University 


buildings and the Claremont resi- 
dence portion of the town had 
from destruction yesterday.

Fire Chief Kenney of the Ber- 


keley fire department declares 
that never in his life has he seen 
such magnificent work done by a 
fire-fighting 
brigade 
as that 


which the University students 
performed yesterday. He rec- 
ommended to the town trustees 


last night that a formal vote of 
thanks be given expressing the 
trustees' thankfulness and ap- 
preciation of the college men's 
work in preventing the destruc- 
tion of much property yesterday. 


The Claremont district resi- 


dences are equally emphatic in 
their praise of the students for 
their work in helping to save the 
handsome residences from de- 
struction in that district. 


VIOLENCE CHECKED; 


The fire burned spasmodically 


in the hills last night, But 
its 


violence- had been checked earlier 
in the evening by the students 
and there was no alarm felt last 
night that the scene of the day 
might be repeated. 


Today there may be seen scat- 


tered piles of burning brush and 
an occasional jet of flames, but no 
further danger is apparent by the 
fire. 


INTO CONTRA COSTA. 
The fire swept over the ridge of 


the hills last night into Contra 
Costa and on down into the can- 
yon on the Contra Costa side. The 
underbrush 
there .was 
thick 


enough to afford a great deal of 
fuel for the flames and from the 
top of the hills the fire could be 
seen in every direction. 


The scene during the night was 


magnificent to all except those 
who had property in that section. 


The fire worked its way over 


towards the tunnel road, and into 
the Fish ranch canyon, and came 
within a few hundreds yards from 
the Buckley place at the foot of 
the tunnel.

STEAMER 


Arp Still Remains High 


•and Dry on the 


Sands* 


EUREKA, Cal, October 10.— 


All efforts to float the steamer 
Argo, which went ashore on Eel 
River Bar Sunday morning while 
attempting crossing, proved un- 
availing and the craft is still high 
and dry on the sand. 


The owners hoped to be able to 


float the steamer at high water 
last night at 9 o'clock. 
Lines 


were made fast on shore and 
the winch started in operation, 
but was only possible to move 
vessel about half length before 
water receded, leaving her fast. 


It is thought that the steamer 


can be gradually pulled into the 
river by the means adopted, but 
by no means certain will it be ac- 
complished at once.

There is very little little water 


in the stream, and-but little on 
the bar or south spit where 
steamer is lying, heading north 
and. south., 


It is still believed the Argo has 


suffered 
no' appreciable injury, 


the bed of sand on which she rests 
favoring the craft. 


Another attempt will be made 


at high water this morning, but 
little hope is expressed that she 
will be floated. Another big ef- 
fort will be made at ten o'clock 
tonight, when big tide occurs.

PASS NEW 
LAW. 


The Board of Trustees -with but little discussion passed the ordinance to 


print. President Rickard of .the Board of Trustees presented a recommenda- 
tion to the Board several months ago suggesting that the number of saloons 
be reduced to this number and that the license be raised. His recommendation 
also contained a provision that the licenses which were to be granted be sold 
at auction to the highest bidder. 


PREPARES NEW L^W. 


Town Attorney Johnson, in framing the ordinance \vhlch was presented 


last night, did not include the auction feature, but all of President Rlckard's 
other recommendations were particularly embodied in the document ^v-hich 
came from the License Committee. The Committee had received the ordinance 
from the Town.Attorney. 


The temperate people in Berkeley have been agitating the question of 


calling a special election to vote upon the matter of permitting no saloons 
at all to be operated In Berkeley. 


TEMPERANCE 
PEOPLE. 


The Town Trustees received a petition a month ago asking- that such an 


election be called. The petition was filed. The action of the Town Trustees 
last night in adopting an ordinance for the limitation of the saloons, and for 
the Increase of the saloon tax is regarded as a measure which may make It 
unnecessary to 'call the special election desired by a section of the temperate 
people. 


FOURTEEN KNOCKED OUT. 


There- are now twenty-four saloons in the college town, most of them 


being situated in "West Berkeley, with a few in South. Berkeley. These saloons 
now pay a license of $300 per year. The new ordinance will knock out fourteen 
of these saloons and double the license rate paid by .the remainder. 


One of the radical features of the new ordinance is that It will not permit 


of the granting of a saloon license in connection with any grocery business 
or any other public place of amusement. The section of the ordinance cover- 
Ing this point reads as follows: 
- 
. 
NO GROCERY SALOONS. 


"No license shall be ordered to Issue to any person or persons to give away 


any such liquor for consumption on the premises of any billiard, card, -waiting 
room, or any room -where groceries, drugs or other articles are sold at whole- 
sale or retail, or in any place or room where dancing or public exhibitions of 
any kind or nature.take, place, or.in any room or place having an opening into 
or door connected -with premises having billiard, card or -waiting rooms, etc." 


This provision cuts out all side rooms and card table attachments of 


saloons and Is Intended to insure saloons that are styled "strictly model."

DANGEROUS BLAZE. 


During the day there were numerous calls sent In, but none of them ' 


serious, -being either roof fires or fires caused by the accumulation of rubbish. 
The first dangerous blaze occurred at 10 o'clock last night on Second street. 
when 'the hay belonging to Smith & Sheldon and Kennedy was destroyed. 
How the fire started is hot known. The moment the flre did make Its appear- 
ance, the hay, dry and parched,. Ignited so rapidly-that It could have well 
been taken for a.n explosion. The loss of Smith & Sheldon '-was 210 tons of, 
hay which had been shipped from the San Joaquin Valley. The lota of K«to- 
nedy, whose barn burned almost as quickly as the other, Is estimated at 60 
tons of hay. A small pattern shop of the Scovllle -Iron Works was also 
destroyed.

COTTAGE BURNS. 


Just after the firemen had retired for a night's rest) an alarm was sent hi

fire. A telephone call was sent to the flre department, but Instead of th» 
communication stating the flre was on Occidental street, It stated the bias* 
was on Grove street. The department responded, but being una'ble to find 
the .flre, returned. The members of the household and the neighbors succeeded 
In subduing the fire and no regular alarm was turned In. The flre smoulder*! 
until about 1:30 o'clock this morning, -when it broke out afresh. ,When th» 
family was aroused the flames had gained great headway. The firemen arrived 
too late tc save the dwelling, wtilch was -burned to the ground.

The system of gathering in and plac- 
ing out Is elaborate.

The 
hearing is fairly speedy, Is inexpen- 
sive and the county bears the cost, 
phoe adjudged dependent -or ill -.treat- 
ed,-the Stats of Michigan assumes ail

time thereafter a child is returned to 
a parent It is a matter of favor and 
not of right.

Here lies a difference between the 
California and tha Michigan system of 
caring for dependent children, which 
I wish I could sink into the public 
mind and heart. Because a widow Is 
left with little children on her hands 
.which she is .unable to support, Cali- 
fornia does not add to her bereave- 
ment the heartbreak' of 
taking 
her 
children from her and-'-putting them 
out among strangers. 


California, 
far 
more 
generously, 
and more wisely, as I believe, stretch- 
es forth a kindly and aiding hand in 
either of two ways. The widow may 
send her children to the orphanage of 
her choice where the State will help 
support them, or she may keep them 
under any roof with which she may 
be able to cover them, and -the State 
will help to care for them there. Even 
in cases where the parents have been 
neglectful of parental duty, California 
will let them have their children again 
if they will 
mend their ways, and 
many a recreant man and woman has 
been won back to frugality and de- 
cency that they might win back their 
children. 
Michigan can 
show 
no 
such record as this. 


CHILDREN ARE IN DEMAND. 
Nevertheless, 
Michigan 
shows 
a 
good record as far as that record goes. 
It sustains a state agent'-who cease- 
lessly searches for .childless homes in 
In which to place homeless children. 
This work is under the supervision of 
the Superintendent of the State School 
and the result of the work Is that 
there are hundreds of applications fov 
children beyond the power of the State 
to supply the demands. 


To be certain that the child is well 
cared for In the home, the State main- 
tains a paid visitor In each county in

The State general agent visits all 


the children ones a year. 
Sick chil- 
dren or children suffering from reme- 
diable defects are sent to the State 
hospital at Ann Arbor for scientific 
treatment. 
Only normal, wholesome 


children are placed in homes. 
AN EXAMPLE IFOR CALIFORNIA. 
Since Its establishment, 6,480 chil- 
dren have passed through this clearing 
house and out Into approved homes. 
There are now 1475 children who are 
wards of the State and being closely 
looked after, although there were only 
175 in school the day of my visit. Dur- 
ing the year 417 had been admitted 
all except 175 had been placed. The stay 
of the child in the institution Is short, 
only long enough to right the child up 
and make it fit to go into a good, 
American home. 


If California had such a child plac- 
ing agency, with a paid visitor and In- 
•vestlgator in each county, It is entire- 
ly reasonable to conclude that 
the 
number of children dependent upon 
the State's bounty could be dimin- 
ished by 1000 and the annual burden 
be reduced by 
$75,000.00. 
Of even 
greater Importance is the fact that 
tha children would be better off. 


SOME POLITICS IN IT. 


Persons talking children are not al- 
lowed to adopt them within less than 
one year. If the child be under school 
age it must be sent to school. If over 
16, It is placed at wages under su- 
pervision of tlte school and on con- 
tract or indenture. It is necessary in 
Michigan, as elesewhere, to fight- the 
tendency to make drudges of chil- 
dren, but It is believed that the fight 
is successfully waged.

AN EXPERIMENT IN PREVENTION 


Rochester, N. Y-, Sept 28, 1905. 


Much favorable comment was elicit- 
ed at the recent National Conference 
of Charities and Corrections, held at 
Portland, Oregon, on account erf the 
effort Indiana Is making to sequester 
weak-minded women of child-bearing 
age. It was conceded that this is at 
once a humane and economic measure 
for the protection of society if carried 
out in good faith and with determina- 
tion. It seemed worth while to go out 
of my way a little to visit Harper 
Lodge at Fort Wayne, Indiana, where 
ISO such women are sequestered, and 
I felt well repaid for the visit. And 
yet the idea In concrete form seems 
wonderfully less 
important than 
it 
sounded at Portland.

Perhaps, 
as -time 
passes, the courts and the public will 
warrant a closer approach in commit- 
ments to the border line between men- 
tal responsibility and irresponsibility, 
the line where lies the greater 'danger 
to future generations and a healthful 
social order. 


NAUGHTY GIRLS. 


To ba more explicit, th'e very next 
day. after visiting Harper ' Lodge, I 
visited an 'institution for the care of 
naughty girls, where there are always 
from 350 to 400 Inmates, and it was 
the testimony of all their caretakers 
that practically all of them were in 
some sense abnormal—not quite like 
qther girls. There was. one -cottage 
partially filled with girls of so low a 
mental grade' as to 
be classed 
as 
essentially feeble-minded; ' yet they 
are of higher grade than will toe 'found 
In any home for feeble minded that I 
know of. 


I may say in passing- that the ulti- 
mate goal sought by the splendidly 
ordered Institution Just referred to is 
the marriage 
of these girls 
to the 
yeomanry of the State wherein they 
dwell. What the harvest of crime and ] 
Imbecility of this policy Is to be only 
time, and a more accurate investiga- 
tion Into- first -causes than we now 
have, will be able to tell. 


SEGREGATE CHARGES. 


I do not suggest another "institu- 
tion" for California for the further 
working out of this "Experiment in 
-Prevention," but only' for the giving 
of Dr. Dawson at Bldridge of another

ROCHESTER, N. T., Sept. 2S, 1905.— 
From time beyond ordinary recollection 
thera have been la California advocates 
ol the policy of turning the care of or- 
phan, half-orphan and abandoned chil- 
dren back from the State to the several 
counties, so that each county may take 
cars of Its dependent children without 
making them a State charge. For this 
reason 
IL seemed important to make 
some Investigations Into the workings of 
this policy in a State where it obtains, 
as it does In Ohio. 
• 
, 


. Ohio, as a State, does nothing, for its 
little, lona "buckeyes" further- than to 
make laws for them, and the .several 
counties undertake to care for them with- 
out State aid. Sometimes two or more 
counties club together in the establish- 
ment and 'maintenance of ah brpbahage. 
but the larg-er counties usually under- 
take the task alone, although some of 
them turn the work over to benevolent 
organizations, as California does, aiding 
to such extent as the County 'Board of | 
Supervisors may from time to time see 
fit. 
- 


THE RESULTS NOT GOOD. 


Does this system work out any better 
than the system followed in California? 
I doubt if it does and for the following 
reasons: 


The evils complained of In California 
are mainly that the multiplicity of State- 
aided orphanges tends to tne congregation 
of children in orphanages that 
would 
otherwise be pushed out into homes; I 
that persons disposed toward mendicancy i 
seek to bo relieved of the care of their I 
children at the public cost, and the sys-1 
tern costs the taxpayers a great deal of I 
money. 


These evils are not lessened In Ohio by 


the. county system of caring for depend- 
ent children and they are added to by 
reason of furnishing political ..positions to 
be filled by partisan influence. 
When a ; 
county orphanage is once established, 
and its corps of officers has bee-n ap- 
pointed, there must be children to be 
cared for IE they are, by any means, to'be 
drummed up, so the congregation of chil- 
dren in orphanages goes merrily on in 
Ohio, as in California. 


THE EXPENSE OF IT. 


The average cost of maintenance in 


care for all children In their custody 
without appealing either to the taxpayer 
or to 'the charitably disposed. 
• Another advantage Ohio possesses over 
California is that the surplus children. 
over and above what the county — and 
other — institutions can readily care for. 
without being forced out of business for 
want of raw material, are systematically 
and . successfully placed in homes. This 
Is a beautiful work, beautifully done 
wherever I have .made inquiry thus1 far, 
but. that will furnish the theme for an- 
other article.

THE BAD GIRLS OF MICHIGAN. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y.. Sept 28, 1905.— 1 
had about reached the conclusion, more 
by the application of first principles 
implanted in the mind, than from any 
•wealth of experience, that a State is poorly 
equipped for the reclamation of a way- 
ward girl; but since visiting Adrian, 
Michigan, I have changed my mind. A 
State can do It — if it will turn the Job 
over to a capable woman and stand to 
her back through thick and thin, ad- 
ministration .after 
administration, 
no 
matter what political party comes into 
power or goes out of power. Michigan 
•has had the good sense to do this\ and 
great has been its reward. • 


But to make this result possible there 
must be one almost divinely constituted 
bead to the institution, held to a strict 
responsibility and given full power to 
act. She must have a boundless love for 
her less fortunate sisters, a sturdy con- 
stitution and a very sane head on a square 
pair of shoulders.

Lucy M. Sickels, of Adrian, and 
the work she has done with and for some

RECLAIMING 
INCORRIGIBLES. 


Mrs, 
Sickeia has 350 or 400 girls be- 
tween the ages of ten and seventeen 
years committed to her charge, whom she 
'distributes through eight .handsome brick 
cottages costing about $20,000 each. They 
are committed until twenty-one, unless 
sooner paroled or discharged at the op- 
r.ion of the trustees, guided by the advice 
of the superintendent. These girls- have 
all of them proven Incorrigible and most 
all of them unchaste, while enough to fill 
one cottage have .been taken right out 
of the red-light districts: 


As stated, the habitues of the red-light 
districts are segregated into a cottage by 
themselves.

effected by filling another cottage, at 
least in part, with glris wbo are mentally 
below par and who need personal and 
special attention. This leaves six cot- 
tages for the more nearly normal girls 
whose delinquency has ilot been of ex- 
treme., type.

Mr. Tatterson makes this significant quotation from Professor 


John Dewey: 


"The High School at present has no definite task of its own, and 


m specific aim. It begins at no definite point, and it ends at none. 
It stops, as President Harper says, in the middle of the situation. 
It carries nothing to completion, but spends its energy in preparation 
for a work finished elsewhere. It makes beginnings of the issue of 
which it has no vision, and over the consequences of which it has 
no supervision. Hence the waste that results from confusion and 
continued distraction of energy." 


Using this as a text, Mr. Tatterson discusses the local aspect of 


the present system of instruction in the High Schools, as follows: 


"While your president is in favor of fitting students for the 


universities, he is convinced that the High School has a mission 
equally if not more important, viz.: To so train its pupils that they 
mav be best fitted to earn a livelihood. Stockton is a commercial 
and' manufacturing city. The great majority of the students attend- 
ing the High School step at once from that school into some one of 


• the many businesses and industrial activities in or near the city. To 
such students a mastery of the English language, an ability to per- 
'form arithmetical calculations with accuracy and dispatch, skill in 
composing a good business letter, a knowledge of bookkeeping, 


to pay for raw cotton, but the rapid development of the spinning 
industry in the South is making it difficult for New England spinners 
to hold their own. On the other hand, the tariff makes New England 
pay more for the cor.l, iron, wool, hides, wood pulp and other raw 
materials entering into her manufactures, whether they are produced 
in this country or imported from abroad. She buys her meat and 
bread from the West, and her fruit and vegetables largely from the 
South and California. With these handicaps, she presents the spec- 
tacle of a country unable to feed its inhabitants and producing prac- 
tically no raw material, trying to maintain a manufacturing suprem- 
acy in opposition to communities more fortunately situated. Cotton 
manufacturing is going South and boot and shoe-making is going 
West, while she is unable to compete with Pennsylvania in iron and 
steel working. In the language of Grover Cleveland, it is a condition, 
not a theory, that confronts New England, and New England, with 
characteristic generosity and public spirit, cheerfully proposes to 
sacrifice the American producers of raw materials for her benefit by 
demanding the abolition of duties on the raw material and the reten- 
tion of duties on the finished product. That is, New England wants 
free trade wherever it will benefit her and protection wherever it is 
her interest to have it, frankly oblivious of the interests of other sec- 
lions of the Union, and wholly disregardful of the principle of fair- 
ness in the application of governmental agencies to industrial policy.

entering the High School graduate therefrom? What proportion of 
the High School graduates graduate from the universities?"

During the ten years 
from 1894 to 1904 there were 1099 students that entered the first year 
of the Stockton High School. 
During the same ten years 393 stu- 


dents graduated from the High School and 57 from the universities, 
showing that of every 100 students entering the High School about 
36 will complete the four years' course, while but five will graduate 
from the universities. From the founding of the Stockton 
High 


School in 1870 up to 1904 there were 836 graduates (281 boys and 555 
girls. Of these 836 graduates a careful examination of all avail- 
able records shows that but 104 (64 men and 40 women) graduated 
from some university. The significance of these figures is at once 
apparent. They, demonstrate that, whatever the character of work 
offered in the Stockton High School, the school is a "finishing" 
school for nearly all of the students entering its doors."
